believe, is more conducive than otherwise 
to the spread of the disease. Although 
the theory of -periodicity with regard to 
plague is one: on which scientific opinion 
is not agreed it will, we think, be generally 
admitted that practical experience is fairly 
conclusive. In India the disease prevails 
with devastating effect in the cool weather, 
butdoses its hold when the warmer days set 
in, while in Australia its stages are reversed 
climatically as the epidemic flourishes with 
the heat and fades as the summer declines. 
In Hongkong our experience is that with the 
advent of the damp and muggy weather the 
disease is more pronounced and increases 
in virulence as the rainy season advances, 
while towards the bright, scorching days of 
summer it shows a tendency to diminish and 
practically disappears at the beginning of 
the cool weather in September and October. 
Up to the end of April last year only 31 
cases and deaths from the disease had been 
notified, while of that number .27 occurred 
during the last month of that period which, 
it may be’ remembered, was a season 
when heavy fogs generally overhung the city. 
Tn May, when the rain commenced after the 
prolonged drought, the number rose to 157 
and, in June, to 197 but the following month 
brought a decrease of 63, and with August 
the figures dropped to 50, while only nine 
cases were reported during the remaining 
months of the-year. ‘Thus in 1902 there 
were 572 cases. 559 of which terminated 
fatally. And in connection with these figures 
it is interesting to note that the wettest month 
of the year was May, with 26.73 inches, while 
there were also 26,5 inches of rain in August.
